Two hours later the Air 
Force announced the 1,700-pound 
satellite was in orbit, whipping 
over the poles of the earth at 
18,000 miles an hour.

$1,700,000,000 a year in dental bills. 
Many victims go untreated. 

The fluoridation process which the 
U.S. Public Health Service says could 
eliminate two-thirds of this dental decay 
is cheap. Its cost is only a few cents per 
person per year. 

The health agency insists, too, that 
fluoridation is completely safe. Even if 
the amount of fluoride in public water 
supplies were increased 800 per cent over 
the level recommended for preventing 
tooth decay, research shows, it would 
not cause injury to anyone’s health. 

As of today 42 million persons—only 
one-fourth of the total population—have 
the benefit of this health boon. Residents 
of the City of Atlanta are among the 
three-fourths who are denied it. 


Judge Bootle’s Restraint 


Shows Trust in Terrell 


Federal Judge W. A. Bootle has ap- 
plied wisdom as well as justice in the 
Terrell County voter case. 

His injunction orders Terrell regis- 
trars not to discriminate against Negroes 
who want to register and vote. It orders 
the registrars to make no distinction be- 
tween whites and Negroes who want to 
exercise their common constitutional right 
to vote. It orders the same literacy test 
for both races. These conditions are fair, 
and no Georgian can argue with the jus- 
tice of them. Every American has an 
equal right to vote. 

Judge Bootle’s wisdom was apparent 
in his decision to forego any order at this 
time sending federal referees into Ter- 
rell County to oversee compliance with 
his injunction. 

Presence of referees would have indi- 
cated a suspicion of Terrell County’s will- 
ingness to abide by the injunction. Judge 
Bootle has done us the honor of assuming 
referees are not needed to look over the 
shoulder of honorable men. We choose 
to believe that his confidence has been 
wisely placed in Terrell County, and that 
his restraint will be rewarded by honest 
compliance with his injunction.

Setting up gambling operations in the 
name of sweet charity is a favorite meth- 
od used by big crime syndicates in get- 
ting their slot machines and similar de- 
vices an entree into private clubs.

as strict as one of his radio silences in the desert, he might have 
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gone down in history as one of Britain's greatest war generals. 


Taciturnity in warriors is a 
great virtue and, corresponding- 
ly, loquacity degenerating into 
garrulity can reduce their stature 
to pigmy proportions. Lord Mont- 
gomery emerged from World War 
Il as the most popular and pic- 
turesque soldier of them all, with 
the laurel wreath of Alamein 
about his shoulders. 


Since then his ventures, esca- 
pades would be a better word, 
into world politics have made him 
into a public figure in which the 
element of buffoonery has domi- 
nated all else. His expeditions to 
Moscow, to South Africa and to 
Peking, and his sixth-form pro- 
nouncements on these forays, with 
their fatuous conclusions and 
their blinding glimpses of the ob- 
vious, have introduced a new vari- 
ant into the maxim that war is 
too serious a business to be left 
to the soldiers.

The battle was fought by 
the Eighth Army with 767 tanks 
against 200 German tanks. The 
British enjoyed complete air su- 
periority. Rommel was starved of 
fuel and was also physically a 
very sick man. The author ac- 
cuses Gen. Montgomery of not 
exploiting this tremendous advan- 
tage and of allowing Rommel to

Micah’s Formula 


More than 600 years before the birth of 
Christ a prophet named Micah spoke words 
which for me represent the heart of all re- - 
ligious affirmations: “‘He hath showed thee, O man, what is good; 


and what doth the Lord require of thee, but to do justly, and to 
love mercy, and to walk humbly with thy God.” 


The last phrase, “to walk 
humbly with thy God,” is rich 
in meaning and suggestion. I 


particularly like the wording 


found in Dr. Moffatt’s transla- 
tion — to “live in quiet fellow- 
ship with your God.” 

If we are ever to do that 
which is just or to practice 
mercy, we must first of all 
make contact with the Eternal 
in whom is to be found the 
strength needed for a spiritual 
life that has quality and is char- 
acterized by a “plus quotient,” 
A person who wants to achieve 
a happy and healthy spiritual 
life must set aside a few mo- 
ments each day when he may 
commune with God in prayer 
and meditation. He will refresh- 
en his mind by reading from the 
Bible. He will elevate his heart 
by being raised on the strong 
wings of prayer. He will claim 
God’s guidance for the tasks of 
the day. 

I like the prophet’s expres- 
siveness. He speaks of “‘walk- 
ing humbly with thy God.” We 
are to walk along with our 
divine Companion, our little 
hearts linked, as it were, with 
the great heart of God. We go 
forth with Him to .do battle 
against sin that is within us and 


beyond us, to engage in services 
of loving kindness wherever we 
may come upon those who need 
what help we may be able to 
offer, and to join with Him in 
laying foundations of the King- 


Another way in which the 
prophet’s expressiveness ap- 
to me is his use of the 
word “humble.” “To walk hum- 
bly with thy God.” Of course, 
no posture other than humility 
is appropriate for a human be- 
ing. Like the publican of old, 
our words are empty unless we 
say, “‘“God be merciful to me a 
sinner.”’ Arrogance in the pres- 
ence of God is as senseless as 
would be boasting on the part 
of a drop of dew beneath the 
warmth and radiance of the 
morning sun. 

Yet the humble man has the 
privilege of being receptive. 
Knowing his own weakness, he 
welcomes divine strength. 
Aware of his own limitations, 
he. may draw upon the unlimit- 
ed resources of God. 

What is religion? The prophet 
gives a three-fold formula which 
is worthy of emulation—to do 
justly, to love mercy, to walk 
humbly with God.

1,360,000 Needy Elderly Share 
In $202 Million U.S. Program

WASHINGTON—Legislation to improve medical 
care of the needy aged, expand the coverage of old age 
Social Security benefits and liberalize eligibility to such 


benefits was signed by President Eisenhower Tuesday.

President Tuesday. Another 35 
remain to be enacted or vetoed 
before next Saturday’s legislative 
deadline on measures passed by 
the recent session of Congress. 


Relief payment for medical 
care to an estimated 1,360,000 
needy persons over 65 years at a 
cost of $202 million to the federal 
government in the first year are 
contemplated by the new law. 
Potential beneficiaries include 
about 12,400,000 of 16 million per- 
sons over 65 now eligible for old- 
age benefits under the Social Se- 
curity system. 


PAYMENTS TO RISE 


Federal payments to the state- 
administered plan would rise to 
about $340 million’ within five 
years. State contributions would 
rise from $61 million to about $180 
million in the same period. 

The two-part program is to go 
into operation Oct. 1 but it isn’t 
known how many states will be 
ready to carry out its provisions 
by then. The amount of individual 
medical payments and the extent 
of coverage must be decided by 
each state. 


Under the immediately applica- 
ble section of the law the federal 
government agrees to a substan- 
tial increase in grants to states to 
help the 2,400,000 persons now on 
old-age assistance rolls meet med- 
ical expenses. An estimated 360,- 
000 of these might need such help 
in a single year. 


NEW PROGRAM PROPOSED 


In a second provision the fed- 
eral government proposes to aid 
states in financing a new pro- 
gram to help an additional 10 mil- 
lion needy persons pay their med- 
ical bills. This group isn’t receiv- 
ing relief payments but lack funds 
to pay for all their medical ex- 
penses. It is estimated that 500,- 
000 to one million in this group 
might require medical attention 
in any year. 

Beneficiaries of the medical aid 
plan or the expanded old-age as- 
sistance program would have to 
pass a “means” 
dition of eligibility. 

Under both programs the fed- 
eral government would contribute 
no less than half of the total cost 
and would pay up to 80 per cent 
in states of lowest per capita in- 
come. Some states wouldn’t have 
to put up any additional funds to 
qualify for the added old-age as- 
sistance funds. 


Some states now are paying 
medical bills of their needy in 
excess of the matching amount 
provided by the federal govern- 
ment.

The chances ‘of winning one of 
two finesses are 75 per cent. But 
declarer ought not to confuse the 
figure 75 with a 100 per cent 
guarantee. A 75 per cent prospect 
of success allows for 25 per cent 
of failure, and this case seemed 
to come within the 25 per cent. 


What declarer failed to ob- 
serve was that there was open 
to him a line of play which as- 
sured success regardless of the 
location of the adverse kings. In 
such case, mathematicians should 
be completely ignored. 


When the trumps divide, 2-2, 
declarer cashes his ace of spades 
and then runs the clubs, discard- 
ing the ten of spades from his 
hand. Dummy’s remaining spade 
is ruffed, stripping out the black

The 380-foot submarine launched 
the missile while gliding under 
the Gulf Stream about 30 miles 
off Cape Canaveral. This is the 
same area from which the first 
Polaris sub, the George Washing- 
ton, successfully fired three of 
four missiles in midsummer. 


The malfunction of the latest 
missile was not visible to shore 
observers. The Patrick Henry was 
over the horizon. 


A malfunction during first-stage 
powered flight marred a test 
launch of a Polaris from a sub- 
merged submarine, a Navy re- 
lease said. The air eject launch 
was normal and the missile fired 
its rocket motor shortly after 
breaking the ocean's surface as 
planned, it said.

Old political tools have been 
sharpened and polished to new 


brightness to cultivate the crop 
of modern voters. 


" Most of them are old hat, 


dressed up. 


Today's ballot-box ballyhoo- 
ers borrowed a lot of imagina- 
tive “politicking” techniques 
from campaigns of another 
century. Most of the banners 
‘n’ buttons that add a dash of 
color to most political menus of 
1960 are overflows from plat- 
form pots of the early 1800's. 
Even then presidential candi- 
dates aroused the public with 
songs ‘n’ slogans. 

CAMPAIGN HELPERS 


An exhibit at the Smithsonian 
Institute, for instance, displays 
several campaign helpers: 
There's a “Clay and Freling- 
huysen” flag that’s been yel- 
lowing. since 1844. A square red 
banner—vintage 1892—shows 
Grover Cleveland with his run- 
ning mate, Adlai Stevenson, 
grandfather of today’s news- 
maker of the same name. A 
parasol with McKinley-Hobart 
pictures is dated 1892. 


“Patriotism, Protection and 
Prosperity” are cheerfully guar- 
anteed on a starry kerchief, 
under McKinley's portrait. Gar- 
field’s stern bearded face is 
stamped on a water pitcher. 
Candidates’ names are on sev- 
eral plates and saucers. Cam- 
paign buttons were passed out 
as long as 100 years ago. Rib- 
bons, flags, eagles, donkeys and 
elephants swung under candi- 
dates’ faces then, too. 


TORCHLIGHT PARADES 


A shoulder flare was carried 
in torchlight parades for Gro- 
ver Cleveland in 1884. The 
“Wideawakes" in 1860 carried 
a replica of a Civil War musket 
with a flame on top. A paper 
lantern went. to picnics for 
Wheeler in 1876, lighted din- 
ner pails for McKinley-Roose- 
velt in 1900; an accordion lan- 
tern was carried in the Grant 
campaign of 1872. 


A 12-foot slogan-covered ball 
was rolled in the campaign pa- 
rade for Harrison in 1840. From 
that was born the smoothly- 
worn expression, “Keep the 
ball rolling.” 


Funny hats are part of the po- 
litical attention-getters of yes- 
teryear. The first one known to 
have been a part of a party 
campaign carried the words, 
“Tippecanoe and Tyler, Too,” 
the granddaddy of all political 
slogans. Old cigarette packs, 
high silk hats and even under- 
wear bearing catch phrases 
have been preserved from cam- 
paigns of old. 


Today's campaign jingles are 
part of the political heritage: 
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Wilson's campaign featured the 
tune, “Never Swap Horses 
When You're Crossing A 


nearly all of presidential can- _ 


didate Abraham Lincoln's 
speech-making appearances. 


The old tag, “A Man's Best 
Friend,”’ also applies to canines 
of public office-seekers;: At 
least 24 Presidents have moved 
into the White House with a 
dog at their heels. Wilson's and 
Harding's airedales started a 
national fad with the public 
flocking to pet shops to bring 
home the vote-winning species. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt's scottie, 
Fala, woh a special niche in 
the heart of the American pub- 
lic. And Nixon's cocker spaniel, 
Checkers, has made the news 
all this year. 


At least one old political rit- 
ual has all but passed from the 
scene: Kissing babies began 
years ago when voters judged 
candidates, at least in part, as 
a “good man” if he was liked 
by babies and dogs. A smile 
from a just kissed chreub was
